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Massive housing 
scheme unveiled

A PROPERTY company has 
announced massive plans to 
build more than 1,000 new 
homes in Ely. 

Endurance Estates Strategic Land 
have revealed they want to 
construct part of the major North 
Ely development - a scheme which 
will see thousands of new homes 
and facilities built on land on the 
northern edge of the city. 

In 2011 the Church Commissioners for 
England applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for planning permission to 
build 500 new homes as part of the scheme. 

Their proposals, called Highflyer Farm, 
apply to land east of the city’s Princess of 
Wales Hospital and are still going through 
the planning process. 

As well as the new homes, there will also 
be a “neighbourhood centre” that will 
include a supermarket, individual shops, a 
pub and business units plus a new primary 
school, a place of worship, a community 
hall, open space, playing fields, new roads 
and allotments. 

Now Endurance Estates have come 
forward to develop another section of North 
Ely - an area of land between Lynn Road 
and theAlO.

A spokesman for the firm said: 
“Cambridge-based property 
company, Endurance Estates 
Strategic Land, have been working 
up plans for a new community 
and housing development at 
North Ely. 

“The concept of growth to the 
north of Ely was established by the 
Ely Masterplan (February 2010). 
This is supported by the 
publication of the Draft North Ely 
Development Framework 
(September 2011) which sets out 
the guiding principles for 
development. 

“The proposals by Endurance 
Estates are for approximately one 
third of the site identified in the Ely 
Masterplan, for an area of land 
between Lynn Road and the A10. 

“Proposals include approxi¬ 
mately 1,200 dwellings, with new 
primary school, local shops and 
network of green open spaces.” 

Thousands of new homes are 
earmarked for the north of Ely over 
the next 15 years which will 
expand the city’s population from 
just over 15,000 to 25,000 
residents. 

Endurance Estates are holding 
an exhibition of their plans at the 
Ely Beet Club in Lynn Road, Ely on 
Wednesday. 

Running from 2-7pm, people 
will be able to speak to those 
behind the plans and have a closer 
look at what the company is 
proposing. 


Parting shot as 
retailer quits 
for new site 

A SPORTS shop is moving out of Ely 
to a neighbouring village. 

3Q Sports, based at the top of 
Forehill, have decided to relocate to 
the Chettisham Business Park. 

They say the business has 
outgrown the current site - but also 
that their decision was influenced 
by a “lack of support” from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council. 

They also say the authority’s 
plans to charge people to park in Ely 
have led to them moving. 

A spokesman for the business, 
which supplies a range of 
customised clothing to sports clubs, 
schools and businesses, said: “Due 
to the expansion of the team wear 
side of the business, we have 
outgrown the present site. 

“This combined with the decline 
in the retail side of the business due 
to increased online shopping and 
high street competition with the 
major high street sports chains we 
have made the decision to pull out 
of retail and focus on solely team 
wear which is 80 per cent of our 
business.” 

He added: “Unfortunately the 
decline in Ely as a shopping town 
has slowly deteriorated, with many 
shops closing each year and many 
people choosing the likes of 
Cambridge and Peterborough. 

“The ongoing parking issues have 
also caused us problems, as well as 
the increasing business rates the 
council impose each year and then- 
lack of support for local businesses 
has made our decision to re-locate 
very easy.” 

The move is expected to take 
place next week.

Bridge crash driver 
escapes roads ban 


A LORRY driver avoided 
disqualification after crashing 
into Ely’s low railway bridge - 
the most crashed-into bridge 
in the UK. 

John Allen, of Junction Road, 
Mildenhall, had been transporting 
hay bales in a HGV and trailer on 
November 14 last year when he hit 
the Station Road bridge on the A142. 

The 51-year-old, who has been 
driving lorries for 30 years, previously 
pleaded guilty to driving the Volvo 
lorry without due care and attention 
and appeared for sentencing at 
Cambridge Magistrates’ Court last 
Wednesday. 

The charge stated he ‘ignored 
warning signs indicating that the 
height of his vehicle was in excess of 
that able to pass under the bridge’. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said 
the father-of-four’s lorry had been 
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found by a police officer who was 
travelling in the area. 

She said: “He told the officer that 
he regularly uses that route and is 
aware of the height of the vehicle. It 
was towing two trailers with bales of 
hay on its back.” 

Nicola Yates, mitigating, told 
magistrates Allen had a “lapse of 
concentration” and thought he was 
“driving his own car”. 

She said: “He demonstrated very 
skilful driving - what Mr Allen did 
was reverse out of a very tight spot 
with no trouble whatsoever. He 
would have also had to drive up to it 
very carefully because of the traffic 
calming measures. It was clearly a 
complete lapse of concentration.” 


Miss Yates added that if magistrates 
had chosen to disqualify him from 
driving it would have been 
“devastating” for his family. 

Ron Broadbent, presiding 
magistrate, said: “For a man who has 
been driving an HGV for 30 years it is 
really surprising that this has 
happened. 

“We have the right to disqualify you 
today. However we don’t want you to 
lose your job but as you are probably 
aware that any lorries can cause 
death on the roads. 

“You are driving a vehicle that can 
kill. I imagine that this court case and 
incident will never happen again in 
your life. 

“We have decided that you will be 
given six penalty points. You have got 
one more chance. You also have a fine 
of £190, £70 costs and a £20 victim 
surcharge.”

MOTORISTS are being urged to be vigilant 
following a spate of vehicle crimes in East 
Cambridgeshire. 

Ten vehicles, including six vans, have been 
broken into or stolen in the Ely area over the 
past week with thieves targeting sat navs, 
mobile phones, bags and tools. 

Thieves also stole a car and attempted to 
take three others during the weekend. 

Police are urging people not to leave 
valuables in their vehicles. 

Detective Inspector Donna Wass said: 
“Most thieves are opportunist and are less 
likely to break into a vehicle if no valuables 
are on show. Adding extra security to your 
vehicle could also deter thieves.” 

Officers will be checking the security of 
vehicles while out on patrol.

Furious fire crews 
hit out over ‘cuts’ 

ANGRY firefighters in Cambridgeshire are to 
hold a mass meeting over claims they have 
been let down by bosses. 

Members of the Fire Brigades Union say 
the public and firefighters will be put at risk 
by downgrading the round-the-clock rescue 
vehicle at Huntingdon and closing 
Swaffham Bulbeck fire station. 

But Cambridgeshire Fire and Rescue 
Service, which approved the moves on 
Monday, said the introduction of six new 
rescue pumps, costing more than £1 million, 
which can do most of the work of specialist 
rescue vehicles, would bring benefits across 
the county. 

They will go to Ely, Cambridge, 
Huntingdon, St Neots, Peterborough and 
Wisbech. 

A new fire station will also be built in 
Burwell following its amalgamation with 
Swaffham Bulbeck. 

Cameron Matthews, county FBU 
chairman, branded the moves “disgraceful”, 
adding: “It is quite clearly a cut to frontline 
services.” 

He claimed fire chiefs had reneged on a 
deal not to impose further cuts to frontline 
ser vices after a £4.3 million savings package 
was approved, especially after firefighters 
accepted a controversial shift change. 

Mr Matthews said the union did not 
oppose the introduction of new rescue 
pumps and the new fire station, but was 
concerned over the impact on local 
communities of making the Huntingdon 
rescue vehicle daytime only and closing 
Swaffham Bulbeck station. 

They will hold a mass meeting on 
February 25 to decide what action to take 
next. 


Village projects to 
get funding boost 

TWO fundraising projects in Littleport are to 
have their coffers boosted. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council has 
agreed to provide two schemes in the village 
with Section 106 money, which are funds 
provided by developers in the district. 

The Parish Church of St George is being 
given £6,000 to help repair the crumbling 
tower at St George’s Church and Littleport 
Parish Council is being given £5,000 to help 
with the refurbishment and re-gilding of St 
George’s War Memorial Clock face. 

The money is coming from the council’s 
Community Facilities Fund which is there to 
support projects and schemes throughout 
the district. 

As reported in the Weekly News, £55,000 
has also been awarded to the St Andrews 
Swimming Pool Association, helping them 
reach their fundraising target to build a new 
indoor swimming pool in Soham. 
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Man in court charged with 
murdering Chittering OAP 

A MAN accused of murdering Chittering pensioner 
Llywelyn Thomas has been remanded in custody. 
Frankie Parker, 25, of Nene Road, Ely, appeared at 
Cambridge Crown Court last Friday. Fie entered no 
plea after he was charged with killing the 76-year-old 
retired farmer, who was found dead at his home in Ely 
Road. 

Parker will next appear before the court on April 12 
when he will be asked to enter a plea. 

Gary Smith, 20, of no fixed abode, is also accused of 
the murder and was due to appear at Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court today. 

Mr Thomas was found dead at his converted chapel 
on Sunday, December 18, 2011.

The Minster Tavern, located close to Ely Cathedral, 
closed temporarily on Monday for a nine-day 
makeover to get under way. 

A complete refurbishment is being carried out at the 
popular pub, which is owned by the Stonegate Pub 
Company. Three new jobs will be created. 

The pub will re-open on Wednesday at 3pm with a 
special Meet the Brewer evening.

Major industrial 
park plan is set 
to be submitted 

MAJOR plans to build an out-of-town 
retail and industrial park in Ely are 
expected to be submitted this week. 

It was last year that developers Healy 
Investments Ltd announced radical plans 
to demolish the existing Tesco store and 
build a new larger one close by - at the 
northern end of Angel Drove. 

The plan is to incorporate the new 
Tesco in a multi-million pound retail park, 
called the Ely Octagon Business Park, 
which could also feature a new petrol 
station, hotel, restaurant, non-food retail 
units, a DIY unit and new offices and 
industrial units. 

Healy Investments have announced 
that their plans will be formally submitted 
to East Cambridgeshire District Council 
later this week. 

The development has generated mixed 
reactions. Many residents have said it is 
just what Ely needs, but the Ely Traders’ 
Association and local businesses insist it 
will kill off city centre trade. 

A spokesman for the firm said: “The 
planning application for the new retail 
park on the southern edge of Ely is due to 
be submitted later this week. 

“The application has been drawn up 
following extensive consultation with East 
Cambs District Council and with local 
residents. 

“A public exhibition held in September 
last year was attended by almost 400 
people, the majority of whom were 
supportive of the plans. 

“We are really pleased to be submitting 
this application. Relocating Tesco would 
facilitate the council’s aspiration to 
redevelop the Station Gateway.” 


Opposition stirs to 
boathouse scheme 


CAMBRIDGE University’s 
plans to build a new 
boathouse in Ely are proving 
controversial. 

The proposals were only 
submitted last week but already 
residents are voicing their concern, 
insisting the proposed facility is “too 
big” and that it would have a 
“devastating” impact on the River 
Great Ouse. 

As reported in the Weekly News, 
Cambridge University Boat Club, 
Cambridge University Women’s Boat 
Club and Cambridge University 
Lightweight Rowing Club have 
applied to East Cambridgeshire 
District Council for permission to 
build the boathouse at Fore Mill 
Wash. 

The facility would provide all three 
clubs with a base to train and would 
boast a ‘dry boathouse’ with five boat 
bays, a weights room, changing 
rooms, crew rest areas, ergo rooms 
and a key worker flat. 

There would also be a second wet 
boathouse building for storage of all 
the coaching launches and a 
workshop for repairs and 
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maintenance. 

The applicants say the develop¬ 
ment would provide all three clubs 
with a new training headquarters, 
and that it would improve facilities 
for local rowing clubs and residents. 

But locals are worried. Ely resident 
Mary Pryor said: “I am not against 
rowing clubs but this is a question of 
scale - it is too huge allowing density 
of craft and building. 

“It needs to be reduced by half to 
ensure a fair sharing of water activity 
and lessen the impact on wildlife. 

“Leisure boats have a speed limit 
of 7mph to stop bank erosion, 
protect birds nesting and to give time 
for craft to pass safely and not kill 
baby birds which swim behind each 
other. 

“Rowing crews race at twice that 
speed limit with their attending 
motor launches.” 

An Ely fisherman, who did not 
want to be named, said the plans, if 
approved, would have a “damaging” 
effect on the sport on the Great Ouse 


-and wildlife. 

He said: “The university is trying to 
cause all the problems there 
are with rowing in Cambridge to Ely. 

“This stretch of the Great Ouse is 
popular with fishing clubs and 
fishermen and this development 
would have a huge impact on our 
sport - and not for the better. 

“As far as wildlife is concerned, it 
would have a devastating impact. 
The council cannot be allowed to 
approve these plans. It is far too big 
for this stretch of water.” 

Ewan Pearson, chairman of 
Project Ely, the name given to the 
scheme, said the proposals had been 
submitted following “extensive 
discussions with local and national 
ecology organisations. 

He added: “It is anticipated that 
local rowing and the Ely community 
would also benefit from this exciting 
project, with a new site for local 
rowing, improved footpaths, and 
safer parking and access.” 

The final decision lies with 
planners at the district council and 
could be made within eight weeks. To 
have your say, visit 
www.eostcambs.gov. uk.

Families will have 
say over play area 


NEW play equipment is 
being installed at Ely’s 
Country Park - and families 
will get to have their say on 
what is chosen. 

Picnic benches, rain shelters and 
cycling bays are also being erected 
at the popular spot. 

It comes after East Cambridge¬ 
shire District Council’s community 
and environment committee 
agreed to spend £150,000 of Section

In the summer, the council will 
be holding a public consultation to 
ask families and their little ones 
what play facilities they would like 
to see. 

Cllr Richard Hobbs, chairman of

Your chance to have a say 
on blueprint for new homes 


AROUND 10,000 new homes 
need to be built in the Ely 
area over the next two 
decades. 

That’s the message from East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
(ECDC) chiefs who have drawn up 
a new blueprint to help shape the 
future growth of the district over 
the next 18 years. 

The document, entitled the 
‘Local Plan’, is replacing the ‘East 
Cambridgeshire Core Strategy 
2009’ and will look at how much 
development should take place - 
and where and when. 

The authority says the blueprint 
will be the main basis for making 
decisions on planning applications 
and that it seeks to ensure 
development in the district is 
sustainable. 

A draft version of the Local Plan 
is now being put out to public 
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consultation. 

In the plan, the council is 
proposing to provide for the 
delivery of between 8,500 and 9,500 
new homes and to achieve a 
minimum of 9,200 additional jobs - 
all by 2031. 

The authority is also aiming to 
make available at least 172.27 
hectares of employment land for 
business uses and at least an 
additional 1,984 square metres of 
convenience and 6,373 square 
metres of comparison retail floor 
space. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, ECDC leader, 
is urging residents, businesses and 
organisations to take part in the 
consultation. 

He said: “All our work leading up 


to this point has been through an 
innovative ‘ground up’ approach to 
development which helped to 
produce the ‘Visions’. 

“This involved the district 
council working in close 
partnership with parish and town 
councils to organise public 
consultations with every 
community in order to explore 
their local needs and priorities. 

“We have now brought together 
all this work into the Local Plan for 
everyone to view, discuss and 
comment on. 

“Your opinions and thoughts can 
help develop, change and 
strengthen the direction of our 
policy so please take the time to be 
involved in a document which will 
determine your future.”

Action taken on illegal mooring 


A BOAT owner has been ordered to pay 
£850 after he was caught mooring his 
boat illegally in Ely. 

Alan Rayner moored his boat, Irene, 
on the River Great Ouse at Ely without 
permission for four months. 

The byelaws allow mooring for a 
period of 48 hours only, with no return 
for 48 hours. 

East Cambridgeshire District Council 
took legal action against Mr Rayner and 
the case was taken to Cambridge 
Magistrates’ Court. 

Mr Rayner said he could not move the 
boat as it did not currently have an 
engine. 

But magistrates found him guilty of 
breaching the district council’s byelaws 
and fined him £500. 

Mr Rayner was also ordered to pay 
court costs of £300 and a victim 
surcharge fee of £50. 

The byelaws are applicable to the 
moorings owned or controlled by the 
council between Ely High Bridge and the 
Railway Bridge at Willow Walk, Ely. 

Maggie Camp, the council’s senior 


legal assistant, said “Mr Rayner first 
moored his boat Irene in Ely in October 
2012 but he did not request permission 
to stay for longer than the permitted 48 
hours. 

“Unfortunately, despite numerous 
requests by officers to get him to move 
on, Mr Rayner continued to moor 
illegally and we were forced to take legal 
action as a last resort. 

“We are always disappointed when we 
have to take such steps, as the council 
does not want to stop anyone from 
mooring on the river as long as they 
only stay for the permitted 48-hour 
period. 

“If someone is having problems with 
their boat which prevents them from 
moving, they should immediately ask 
the council for limited consent to stay 
whilst those problems are being 
resolved. 

“We can then balance this request 
against the needs of other boat owners 
and local residents.”

Fees will lead to 
street parking 

Sir, The Liberal Democrats on East 
Cambs District Council have 
consistently opposed the current 
parking plan and have pointed out the 
many flaws in the plans. 

The original plan, although simple, 
would just not work and would cause 
an enormous amount of 
administration by ECDC officers and 
was righdy abandoned. The current 
scheme is designed to produce enough 
income to cover the costs of Ely’s car 
parks but with scant regard for the 
residents, workers and traders in the 
city centre. 

Trying to introduce a car park payment 
scheme while ignoring on-street 
parking is doomed to failure. The police 
cannot be expected to rigorously 
enforce parking restrictions with their 
many other priorities. You only have to 
see the illegal parking on double yellow 
lines on Forehill to see this proved. 

We have complained about the public 
questionnaire and the way that the 
questions forced the answers to be 
positive, with no way to say that you 
objected to the whole scheme and I 
was told that the box for comments at 
the end should be used. The questions 
were never presented to any 
committee. I assume the Conservative 
leadership did see them. Running 
concurrently is a much less publicised 
consultation. People who wish to 
object to the principle of introducing 
parking charges need to send written 
objections to the East Cambridgeshire 
District Council (off-street parking 
places) order 2013. 

I could accept a charging scheme for 
car parks but only as part of a Civil 
Parking Enforcement plan. This would 
involve the responsibility for enforcing 
parking regulations on streets passing 
from the police to the local authority. It 
would have to be in partnership with 
the county council and is common 
across the country, for example, in 
Cambridge. This would mean that 
residents parking could be enforced 
and parking on double yellow lines 
would be penalised with the proceeds 
of the fines coming to the local 
authority rather than the exchequer. 
This should include a free park and ride 
scheme so drivers coming from our 
villages would be able to park all day for 
nothing and free city centre streets 
from their cars. This would mean that 
council employees could occasionally 
be sent out to villages to enforce yellow 
lines on dangerous corners and outside 
schools. Charging for parking in our 
car parks will encourage drivers to park 
in our residential streets. 

As an opposition group we realise that 
we are unlikely to be able to stop 
parking charges being introduced this 
summer. We have therefore proposed 
changes which would have improved 
the Tories’ scheme. 

The restriction on parking before 10am 
to deter commuters conflicts with 
those residents that live in the centre of 
Ely and have no off-street parking. We 
have long argued that they should get 
the same permits as businesses. We 
were ignored. 

At last week’s finance and governance 
meeting I argued that the existing 
Business Parking Permits need to be 
brought in line with any new car 
parking charges system. Why should a 
business pay £50 a year when an 
individual pays £2.50 a day or £5 a 
week? We were ignored. 

If a driver pays for an all-day ticket but 
has to move their car during the day the 
present scheme states that they have to 
pay again. We proposed that his ticket 


should cover all the car parks. We were 
ignored. 

However, the most important element 
is the ability to park for nothing, 
particularly for those who work in 
shops etc and are paid a small salary 
We believe that a free park and ride 
system would help these people, 
provide long-stay parking for shoppers 
and keep cars outside the city centre. A 
car park on the council-owned land at 
Downham Road would provide a site in 
the medium term. 

However, I proposed the reintroduction 
of the park and ride service which ran 
every Saturday at 15-minute intervals 
from Ely Community College to Market 
Street in the city centre - Saturday 
being the day with the worst parking 
problem. This would have cost a very 
small amount, certainly less than 
£13,000, and would only be introduced 
when parking charges started. Because 
we proposed it, all except one 
Conservative voted it down.

More cash can 
be made by fines

council wants to introduce, I think they 
should employ someone to walk up 
and down High Street and issue fines to 
all the cars that are parked in spaces 
that they are not permitted to park in - 
Blue Badge spaces, loading zones - and 
all the cars that are parked at an angle 
instead of straight to the kerb. 

I have counted 10 or more cars parked 
the wrong way or in Blue Badge spaces 
without a Blue Badge. 

The fines just for that are £50. The city 
can make more money that way and 
keep businesses in business without 
charging for parking. If the council 
issues fines for all this maybe people 
will get the message and stop parking 
anyway they wish. There is no police or 
parking wardens to enforce the law. 

Stop the parking fee issue and keep the 
parking free.

Our roads will 
get congested 

Sir, I live in Sutton - the part not well- 
served by public transport - and am a 
regular and frequent visitor to Ely for 
shopping and recreation. 

I also have questions about the 
parking consultation process. Firsdy 
there is no clear statement of the 
nature of the parking problems the 
scheme is designed to address. I 
presume that there has been some 
kind of analysis of parking needs 
otherwise the reason for the proposal 
to reduce the number of short-stay 
places and increase the number of 
long-stay ones is not clear. Without a 
clear statement of the problem the 
scheme is designed to address, how 
can we make informed comments as 
part of the consultation process? The 
next concern is that we are being 
asked to comment on only some 
elements of the proposed scheme. 
The consultation document does not 
appear to address on-street parking, 
whether regulated or not, residents’ 
parking and the supermarket car 
parks. Surely for us to provide 
informed consultation, we need to 
understand the whole scheme? As 
the decision to impose parking 
charges has already been taken, is 
there an Environmental Impact 
Assessment of the decision in place 
for the basic decision and will this be 
developed as the rest of the scheme is 
finalised? If the number of free car 
parking places is reduced one can 
imagine that there will be more 
congestion on the streets as motorists 
try to find these first before paying for 
parking. 


Finally, I am aware of the argument 
that the issue here is not one of 
parking provision but of fairness, in 
that currently East Cambs council tax 
payers are subsidising the parking 
provision in Ely while they have to 
pay for parking where they live. The 
only way to remove such an anomaly 
is for East Cambs to have a uniform 
car parking and pricing policy across 
the whole of their area of 
responsibility. This does not appear 
anywhere in the proposal but may of 
course be the plan once the period of 
‘frozen prices’ has expired.

Repairs finally start 
on court building roof 
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THE roof of Ely’s derelict 
magistrates’ court is finally being 
repaired - around six months 
after lead was taken by thieves. 

Builders are currently fixing the roof of 
the courthouse, in Lynn Road, after lead 
worth thousands of pounds was stripped 
from it last summer. 

Her Majesty’s Courts and Tribunals 
Service (HMCTS), which still owns the 
building, says the work is only now being 
carried out because the repairs had to be 
approved by English Heritage. 

Martin Duncan, of nearby Egremont 
Street, said: “I noticed a load of scaffolding 
had been put up around the courthouse, 
which made me think something exciting 
was happening. 

“When I did some asking around it 
turns out builders are repairing the roof of 
this beautiful old building after lead was 
stolen back in the summer. 

“I can’t believe it’s taken this long for the 
repair work to be carried out. 

“This is not an old shack in the middle 
of nowhere - this is Ely’s former 
magistrates’ court, located in the middle 
of the city, which community groups are 
fighting so desperately hard to safeguard. 

“To leave the roof without areas of lead 
for months on end is nothing but a 
disgrace. None of us will ever really know 


but I wonder what damage has been 
caused inside this stunning courthouse?” 

Councillors and organisations have 
been in talks about how the Grade II listed 
courthouse could be used in the future. 

Ideas raised so far for include using it as 
a museum, for offices for the City of Ely 
Council and to house Cambridgeshire 
County Council’s archives. 

The most recent proposal is to turn it 
into a live music and arts venue. 

Two friends and aspiring entre¬ 
preneurs, Luke Smith and Ashley 
Hammersley, both 18 and from Ely, 
believe the empty building should be 


turned into a venue similar to The 
Cambridge Junction or the city’s Corn 
Exchange. 

Discussions between the two teens and 
all interested parties are ongoing. 

A spokeswoman for the HMCTS said: 
“In consultation with English Heritage, 
HMCTS is carrying out repairs to Ely 
Magistrates’ Court, following the theft of 
lead from the roof. 

“The theft happened last summer. The 
reason the work is only happening now is 
that the repairs have to be approved by 
English Heritage. 

“The building has not yet been sold.” 


Improvements 
needed after 
school checks 

A PRIMARY school in Soham 
“requires improvement”, 
according to Government 
inspectors. 

Ofsted inspectors visited The 
Weatheralls Primary School, in 
Pratt Street. 

The assessors said the 
behaviour of pupils and their 
safety at school, which was graded 
‘satisfactory’ in its last inspection 
in 2009, were both ‘good’. 

But they said the achievement 
of pupils, quality of teaching and 
leadership and management all 
needed improvement. 

The report said: “School leaders 
have not brought rapid enough 
improvement to teaching and 
other aspects of the school and so 
pupils make no better than 
adequate progress across Years 1 
to 6.” 

Inspectors said children made 
good progress in nursery and 
reception classes because 
teaching was “good and 
interesting”. 

Basic skills were also taught well 
and pupils enjoyed school, 
behaved well and tried hard in 
lessons, they added. 

But they said boys made slower 
progress than girls in writing and 
their attendance was lower by the 
end ofYear 6. 

Pupils also struggled with maths 
as teachers spent too much time 
“repeating basic skills”. 

Head teacher, Chrissy Barclay, 
was praised for “eliminating 
inadequate teaching”.

MANY of the region's 
churches stage summer 
flower shows - but this will 
be something special. 

Over four days in lune, Ely 
Cathedral will be transformed 
into a veritable Garden of Eden, 
with more than 75 spectacular 
floral displays depicting the 
Creation. 

More than 200 flower arrangers 
from local flower guilds will put it 
all together and more than 120 
volunteers each day will help to 
make it all happen. 

Ely Cathedral Flower Festival is 
set to be the biggest such event in 
the eastern region, and for many 
it will rekindle memories of more 
than a quarter of a century ago - 
of fuly 1987, when the People’s 
Princess, Princess Diana, the 
Princess of Wales, came to open 
the flower festival that year. 

This year’s extravaganza is 
being backed by our sister paper 
the Cambridge News, and 
organisers are already saying it 
will be more impressive than 
anything ever seen in Ely. 

Flower festivals are not often 
held at the cathedral - the last 
one was in 1997, when Princess 
Margaret did the honours. 

Lesley Ann Thompson, head of 
marketing and development at 
Ely Cathedral, said: “This is a 
much anticipated occasion for 
both Ely and the cathedral. 

“The magnificence of the 
building lends itself perfectly to 
an event of this proportion, and 
we intend to dazzle. 

“It is a huge undertaking but 
there is a great deal of 
enthusiasm from staff and 
volunteers as well as an inspiring 


creative team headed by Chelsea 
designer Roger Woolnough.” 

The festival is scheduled for 
lune 20-23, and the theme will be 
In the Beginning. The interior of 
the centuries-old cathedral will 
be decorated with a mass of 
flowers, with displays 
representing the land, sea, and 
moon, and the creatures of the 
land, sea and air. 

A ‘river’ of water and flowers 
will snake down the nave, 
culminating in a large display 
under the cathedral’s famous 
Octagon Tower. 

As well as the mega flower 
show, there will be a programme 
of musical performances. 

Visitors will also be able to 
enjoy floral demonstrations, 
lunches, cream teas, gift 
shopping and walks around the 
monastic buildings and 
surrounding parkland. 

The aim of the event, apart 


from creating something 
beautiful, is to raise money for 
the cathedral, so there will be an 
entry charge of £10. 

But the usual admission 
amount for the building - which 
costs £6,000 a day to run - is 
£7.50, and the flower festival 
ticket will also include entry to 
the musical performances. 

Religious services will not 
be affected by the festival, with 
the Lady Chapel available for 
them. 

Whether or not a royal 
personage will be able to open 
the Ely Cathedral Flower Festival 
this year has not yet been 
announced, but one person it is 
unlikely to be is you-know-who - 
because of the imminent arrival 
of her baby heir to the throne.

A RESIDENT could be 
forced to tear down two 
extensions at his home 
after building them 
without applying for 
planning permission. 

Philip Robinson has built a 
new porch at the front of his 
property in The Hythe, 
Littleport, and a single-storey 
extension at the rear. 

Both were built without him 
seeking planning permission 
from East Cambridgeshire 
District Council and as a result 
neighbours raised concerns 
with the authority. 

Mr Robinson then applied 
for retrospective planning 
permission last November but 
the proposals were rejected by 
members of the council’s 
planning committee on 
Wednesday. 

Planning case officer Scott 
fackson said both extensions 
were nearing completion at the 
time he wrote his report. 

Speaking about the front 
porch, Mr Jackson said: “The 
porch protrudes 1.1m forward 
of the principal elevation and 
in terms of its width occupies 
less than half the width of the 
principal elevation. 

“By virtue of its width, 
height, scale and external 
finishes, the porch is 
considered to be subservient to 
the principal elevation, thus 
allowing the principal elevation 
to remain the most legible 
feature within the street scene.” 

But talking about the rear 
extension, Mr Jackson said:

“The single-storey rear 
extension is considered to 
result in loss of residential 
amenity to the occupants of 23, 
Ferry Way, due to the effects of 
overlooking and having an 
overbearing impact, exacer¬ 
bated by the proximity of the 
extension to the rear boundary 
and the difference in ground 
levels (with the application site 
having a significantly higher 
finished ground level). 

“In addition, the retention of 
this extension would result in 
the significant reduction in loss 
of useable private amenity 
space to the side and rear of the 
applicant’s dwelling, to the 
detriment of the amenity 
afforded to the occupants of 
the dwelling.” 

The committee heard how 
three letters of objection had 
been sent to the council, 
raising numerous concerns, 
including that the porch is not 
in-keeping with the street 
scene, that the extension has 
covered the original soakaway 
and that the rear extension 
overlooks the property at the 
rear. 

Committee members 
followed Mr Jackson’s 
recommendation and rejected 
the retrospective proposals. 

Mr Robinson now only has a 
few options - to either bulldoze 
the extensions, to submit new 
plans or to appeal the 
committee’s decision.

‘Big Impact’ on 
tax exemptions 


LANDLORDS who 
rent out properties in 
East Cambridgeshire 
will soon be forced to 
pay more council tax 
for those which stand 
empty. 

Currently, landlords are 
exempt from paying full 
council tax on any of their 
properties for up to six 
months that they are 
empty. 

But following a major 
review of its council tax 
support scheme, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council has decided 
that landlords will now 
only be exempt from 
those discounts for one 
month. 

Trevor Cole, from Ely 
Estates, based in Forehill, 
Ely, says the change will 
have a “big impact” on 
landlords, and that the 
district council should have 
consulted people. 

He said: “This change 
seems to have been 
sneaked through by the 
council without any public 
consultation. 

“The first I heard about it 
was when the district 
council sent me a letter, 
which was after the 
decision had been made. 

“It’s going to have a big 
impact on landlords. 

“In this current climate, 
many rental properties 
stand empty for more than

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four weeks, and as soon as 
that time has passed the 
landlord is going to have to 
pay full whack in council 
tax. 

“It used to be six months, 
which is much more 
reasonable. 

“This, of course, could 
have an effect on letting 
agents too as if landlords 
decide to take their 
properties off the market to 
avoid paying the taxes then 
the housing stock will 
obviously decrease.” 

As reported in the News, 
East Cambridgeshire 
residents who own a 
second home will also no 
longer be eligible for 
council tax reductions. 

The changes will come 
into force in April and 
council leader, Peter 
Moakes, says the changes 
will support the district’s 
most vulnerable people in 
these tough economic 
times. 

The authority’s council 
tax support scheme had to 
be revised after the 
Government abolished the 
national scheme for 
council tax benefit and 
reduced the money it gives 
councils to pay those 
benefits by 10 per cent. 

Cllr Moakes said: “When 
the Government 


announced it was 
abolishing the national 
scheme for council tax 
benefit, it gave the 
responsibility to local 
authorities to cut the 
funding we receive by 10 
per cent. 

“This meant we had to 
create a new system which 
would involve making 
some difficult choices. 

“This is why we asked 
the public, voluntary 
groups and others to 
feedback via a consultation 
on a range of options. 

“This included removing 
the discount available to 
owners of empty homes to 
reducing the amount of 
benefits available to those 
who are not working. 

“As a consequence of 
their feedback, we 
designed a scheme to 
protect the most vulnerable 
people in our society as far 
as possible. 

“By giving less generous 
discounts to people with 
empty properties, we have 
limited the impact on 
people with low incomes 
which we believe fairly 
reflects the responses we 
had. 

“We hope our new 
scheme will make things a 
little easier for those who 
are struggling and allow for 
more properties to become 
available for those who are 
seeking homes in East 
Cambridgeshire.”

Clock ticks on 
parking talks 


PEOPLE have just 
over a fortnight left to 
have their say on 
Ely’s contentious car 
parking charge plans. 

East Cambridgeshire 
District CounciFs (ECDC) 
and the City of Ely 
CounciFs public consult¬ 
ation on the proposals 
ends on Friday March 1. 

Residents, businesses 
and organisations are 
being urged to have their 
say while they can. 

Ely-based businessman 
Ron Bradney, a former 
councillor and economics 
champion at ECDC, is 
urging people to speak up. 

He said: “I get the 
feeling that East Cambs 
councillors are under the 
misapprehension that the 
car parks are full of 
wealthy visitors who will 
not even notice the 
parking fees and actually 
expect to pay. 

“OK, there are a few 
expensive cars in Ely’s car 
parks but they are few and 
far between. 

“I assume the charges 
will be insignificant to 
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these drivers. 

“The only thing that 
has been explored is 
how much money can 
be raised from imposing 
the charges, not what the 
alternatives are if the 
charges could not be 
imposed.” 

As reported in the 
Weekly News, the plan is to 
now allow people to park 
in Ely’s short-stay car 
parks free for the first 
hour. 

For two hours, the 
charge would be 70p, £1 
for three hours and £1.50 
for four. 

In long-stay car parks, 
an all-day ticket would be 
£2.50 or people could buy 
a weekly ticket for £5. In 
the evenings, from 6pm to 
8am the next day, parking 
in all of Ely’s car parks 
would remain free. 

The charges would 
apply for weekdays and at 
weekends.

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Council tax increase 
sparks public anger 


RESIDENTS are “disgusted” 
by East Cambridgeshire 
District Council’s plans to 
hike council tax by 2 per cent. 

Taxpayers insist the authority 
should be freezing council tax, which 
is what many other councils have 
done. 

The authority is now in its third 
year of a medium-term financial 
strategy which is set to save more 
than £2 million by 2015. 

Last year, the authority increased 
council tax by almost 3 per cent after 
rejecting the Government’s offer of a 
council tax freeze grant. 

Peter Moakes, council leader, says 
increasing council tax by 2 per cent 
this year will prevent his authority 
from cutting further services or 
funding - but residents say it is 
“unfair”. 

Allan Walker, of LanghamWay, Ely, 
believes the council is fixing the rise 
at 2 per cent so that there does not 
need to be a referendum. 
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He said: “Why is the council 
increasing tax for the second year 
running when other councils 
throughout the country have frozen 
theirs over the same period? 

“Why has the increase been fixed 
again at 2 per cent? Presumably this 
has nothing to do with the need for a 
referendum should the increase be 
one percentage point higher? 

“I hope the rise, along with the 
unilateral instigation of car parking 
charges, will be remembered when 
Cllr Moakes and his allies come up 
for re-election.” 

Ben Woodbridge, of Clay Street, 
Soham, said: “I can’t believe all East 
Cambs residents face yet another 
hike in our council tax. It’s unfair and 
shows nothing but pure greed. 

“Councils up and down the 
country are freezing their council tax 
but not ours - all they want is more 


money from us. 

“What improvements in local 
services do we see for paying the 
extra? Nothing - it’s disgusting.” 

Cllr Moakes said: “While some 
people may believe a council tax rise 
of 5p a week is unfair, we have to put 
this increase in perspective. 

“The average band D council tax 
payer will see an increase from the 
district council of just £2.79 for the 
whole next year - this is less than any 
lunchtime meal deal, a drink in your 
local pub or a train ticket to 
Cambridge. 

“For this small investment, we are 
looking to use the money to create 
new apprenticeships in the district, 
prevent people from becoming 
homeless as well as delivering all the 
other services which people expect 
from their council.” 

The proposals drawn up by the 
finance and governance committee 
will now go to full council on 
Thursday, February 21, to be 
discussed by all members.

ANIMALS which need 
rescuing in the Ely area will 
now be able to get extra 
help from firefighters. 

Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service has teamed 
up with Redwings Horse 
Sanctuary to provide the 
specialist equipment for 
vets on the scene of 
emergencies. 

On board each of the 
service’s three rescue 
vehicles is a new animal 
rescue pack called a Vet 
Personal Protective 
Equipment bag. 

It contains a specially 
designed ‘jab stick’ to 
enable a vet to safely inject 
an animal from a distance, 
two safety helmets, spare 
needles and high visibility 
wear. 


Redwings Horse 
Sanctuary, based in Norfolk, 
donated the equipment after 
its equine staff attended a 
vet liaison training day with 
the service. 

Russell Metcalfe, animal 
rescue specialist at 
Cambridgeshire Fire and 
Rescue Service, said: “This 
new kit allows us to utilise 
vets in a safer way, meaning 
our crews can then act 
swiftly to release any 
animal effectively. 

“A quick release benefits 
the animal, which may be 
distressed, along with the

vet, and also means our 
resources can be released 
quickly so they are free to 
attend other emergencies, 
potentially saving more 
lives.” 

In 2011/12 the service 
carried out 99 animal 
rescues. In spring last year, 
all firefighters took part in 
animal awareness courses 
and teams were formed and 
given specialist training. 

The amount of time fire 
crews spent at animal 
rescues has reduced owing 
to their increased 
knowledge and new tactics.

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A PUPPY has been found dumped 
in a lane leading to an RSPCA 
re-homing centre. 

Freya, an 8-week-old chocolate- 
coloured Spaniel, was found tied to a road 
sign on the lane leading to the RSPCA’s 
Block Fen Animal Centre, near Mepal. 

A dog walker found her tied to a metal 
‘passing place’ sign by an oversized red 
slip lead. 

She is suffering from an inguinal hernia 
in her groin but the RSPCA say she is lucky 
to be alive. 

RSPCA inspector Jon Knight said: “I am 
hoping someone will have seen who left 
her there. 

“We have no idea how long she was tied 
to the post before she was found. 

“The cold we have been experiencing 
means that anything left out, especially a 
baby animal which may not be able to 
regulate its temperature properly, is put in 
a life-threatening position.” 

Jackie Williams, manager at Block Fen, 
said: “We have called her Freya and she is 
eating well and full of life. 

“Like all spaniels she is a handful, 
needing lots of attention and training. 

“We are hoping a vet can repair the 
hernia and then she will be put up for 
re-homing.” 

It comes just days after a JO-week-old 
Staffordshire bull terrier puppy was found 
dumped in a zipped-up laptop bag under 
a bush in Devonshire Road, Cambridge. 

The puppy, which has since been called 
Apollo, is now being cared for at the 
Wood Green Animal Charity in 
Godmanchester. 

Last month, a dead dog, a female 
spaniel, was also found tied up in a bin 
liner and dumped in the River Great Ouse 
at Sutton Gault.

Calls made 
for anglers 
to move on 


PEOPLE are putting 
their lives - and wildlife 
- at risk by illegally 
fishing at a village 
beauty spot. 

Guppy’s Pond in 
Haddenham is enjoyed by 
walkers and bird watchers 
throughout the year. 

The pond, which is a haven 
for wildlife, has been subject 
to a no fishing policy for more 
than 20 years. 

But despite signs telling 
visitors that fishing is not 
allowed, people have started 
to secretly cast their rods, 
possibly under darkness. 

Haddenham Parish Council 
and the Haddenham 
Conservation Society are 
urging people to stop. 

Jenny Manning, parish 
council clerk, says the culprits 
are putting wildlife at the 
pond in danger, but also 
themselves. 

She said: “There’s been a no 
fishing policy in force at 
Guppy’s Pond for more than 
20 years now and this has 
never been an issue until 
recently. 

“It was last summer that we 
became aware people had 
been fishing there and it’s 
been causing problems ever 
since. 

“Nobody seems to ever see 
people fishing there - we

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believe they might be doing it 
at night. 

“But what we do find is 
trampled shrubbery and 
discarded bait boxes, hook 
wrappings and general litter, 
as well as the removal of 
notices. 

“This needs to stop. It is not 
only illegal but the whole 
reason there is a no fishing 
policy at the pond is to 
maintain its conservation 
status and keep it unspoilt for 
the enjoyment of all. 

“The area around Guppy’s 
Pond is appreciated by many 
walkers, with and without 
dogs, birdwatchers, and 
neighbouring villagers who 
simply appreciate the 
peaceful, beautiful space in 
which to escape the hustle 
and bustle of everyday life. 

“Not only that, the water is 
deeper than people think. 
These fishermen or women 
are putting their lives at risk by 
fishing there when they 
shouldn’t.”

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Jake's making music 


The name Jake Bugg wouldn’t 
have meant much to music fans a 
year ago. Now the teen, who plays 
Cambridge this month, counts his 
hero Noel Gallagher among his 
fans. He talks to The Guide about 
a remarkable start in the 
industry. 


T HE chain of events that 
has catapulted 18-year- 
old Jake Bugg to the top 
of the album charts all started 
with an episode of The 
Simpsons. Jake was aged just 
12 when he was captivated by 
what he heard while watching 
the animated comedy series. 

“It’s all Don McLean’s fault,” he 
says, referring to the guest star in that 
particular episode. “I heard his song 
Vincent, and that started me off.” 

Fired with enthusiasm for music, 
Jake was given a guitar by his uncle. 
Two years later, after much practice in 
his bedroom, he started writing his 
own songs, some of which feature on 
his chart-topping album. 

“For the first few years I was just 
learning covers, seeing what chords 
went with others and how songs went 
together, then I started writing 
myself,” he explains. 

Jake can’t put his finger exactly on 
his musical influences, but says there 
was always music playing at home 
when he was growing up. 

“Some of it was good, some of it 
was shocking. My mum was always 
listening to Take That or something 
that I hated. People seem to think I’m 
a massive Bob Dylan fan, but I’ve not 
really listened to him that much, and 
my parents never did. I know his first 
album and the famous tracks, like

Subterranean Homesick Blues, but not 
much. It’s a strange comparison.” 

A performance at Glastonbury in 
2011 on the BBC’s Introducing stage, 
where unsigned musicians can show 
off their skills, led to a recording 
contract with Mercury. Less than a 
year later, thanks to a performance on 
Later. . . With Jools Holland , Bugg had 
arrived. 

“It was all pretty chaotic after that 
TV appearance,” says Bugg, who is 
clearly still adjusting to his meteoric 
rise to fame. Several of his songs hark 
back to growing up on a housing 
estate in Clifton, Nottingham, with 
references to drug use, trouble with 
the police and generally getting up to 
no good in car parks of a Friday 
evening. 


He smiles when it’s mentioned, but 
says his beginnings were no more or 
less traumatic than anyone else’s. “It’s 
been massively exaggerated, I think,” 
he says. 

“It was no picnic, but it’s not as bad 
as some people would have you 
believe. It’s not easy living on a 
council estate, it has its bad points as 
well as good. A lot of my songs are 
about escaping those streets, but it’s 
not just me, it’s for anyone in a similar 
situation. 

“My family wanted me to get a job 
after school, or carry on with 
education, but that’s just life. You’ve 
got to be able to feed yourself, but it 
was my uncle who really pushed me to 
music. I thought it was better not to 
have the safety net of education or 
anything, because it’ll keep motivating 
me to write better songs. 

“But at the same time, I don’t think 
an education would be a bad thing to 
fall back on. My mum was a singer so 
I think she's really pleased for me, 
doing what she wanted to do. I don’t 
know how successful I’ll be making 
my escape, but I don’t think about that 
stuff too much. At the moment I’m 
just concentrating on performing and 
writing more songs, and we’ll see 
where all this takes me.” 

So far, his songs have taken him all 
over Europe as Noel Gallagher’s 
support on the European leg of his 
world tour. 

Gallagher saw Jake’s appearance on 
Later and decided he had to hear 
more. The ex-Oasis star trawled 
YouTube looking for more videos, and 
decided then and there that he wanted 
Jake to go on tour with him. 

Gallagher recently talked of how he 
was blown away by Jake’s natural 
talent. “He’s from that naturally gifted 
school of musicians,” he says. 

“Jake picked up a guitar and 


virtually the next day comes out 
sounding like Donovan. I’m from the 
other side of things, where I have to 
graft and graft. It’s annoying, but best 
of luck to him.” 

When the compliments from 
Gallagher are relayed to Jake, he 
seems embarrassed, saying: “Noel’s an 
idol of mine, so to hear something like 
that blows me away. It’s enough that 
he’s even heard of me, let alone go out 
of his way to ask me on tour with 
him.” 

He wasn’t really sure what to expect 
from the tour’s opening dates. “I’d 
never been out of the UK before this 
year - and now I’ve been to Germany 
five times and France three times, plus 
loads of other places. It was 
incredible. We played 8,000-seat 
venues each night, and everyone came 
in to watch me. It’s not like when you 
support someone in the UK and 
everyone’s in the bar until the main act 
comes on. There was this one night in 
Italy, in Florence I think, where you 
could hear a pin drop as I was playing. 
Then, during one song, everyone just 
started applauding and cheering 
spontaneously. It was an amazing 
feeling.” 

Jake has recently toured the US and 
Canada with Gallagher and Snow 
Patrol before setting out on his own 
UK tour, which comes to Cambridge 
Com Exchange this month. To cap a 
remarkable year, Jake’s eponymous 
debut entered the album chart at No 1 
after facing fierce competition from 
Leona Lewis’s third album. “I didn’t 
think my album would even get in the 
top 40, to be honest,” he says. 

“So to hear that I was battling 
Leona Lewis for No. 1 was pretty mad. 
I couldn’t really ask for any more.”

SINCE the release of The 40-Year-Old Virgin 
in which Steve Carell famously had his chest 
waxed on camera, writer-director Judd 
Apatow has become synonymous with 
rumbustious yet touching comedies which 
explore the foibles of the human condition. 
Knocked Up refracted a traditional boy meets 
girl scenario through the prism of 
unexpected parenthood. Then Funny People 
reunited a beleaguered stand-up comedian 
with his estranged family in the shadow of 
terminal illness. 

In This Is 40, Apatow revisits characters 
from Knocked Up to explore the reality of 
married life for a middle-aged couple who 
have lost that loving feeling. 

Pete (Paul Rudd) and Debbie (Leslie Mann) 
have raised two beautiful daughters - 13- 
year-old Sadie (Maude Apatow) and eight- 
year-old Charlotte (Iris Apatow) - but are 
now stuck in a rut.

which has dramatic repercussions for Pete’s 
cash-strapped father (Albert Brooks) and 
Debbie’s employees (Megan Fox, Charlyne 
Yi) at her upscale clothing boutique, one of 
whom is dipping her polished nails into the 
till. 

This Is 40 hopes to recapture the sentimental 
glory of Knocked Up but lightning doesn’t 
strike twice, although it’s close.

Laughter and tears are weighted heavily in 
favour of the former with some very funny 
interludes. 

However, the characters’ various emotional 
crises scream out for resolution well before 
Apatow decides that he’s had his fill. 

Rudd and Mann - Apatow’s real-life wife - 
are an attractive pairing and scenes of them 
bickering are galvanised by wonderful on¬ 
screen chemistry and a sharp script. 

Casting Mann’s daughters Iris and Maude 
adds to the realism of the dysfunctional on¬ 
screen family unit. 

A scene-stealing cameo from Melissa 
McCarthy (Bridesmaids) delivers big laughs 
and Jason Segel and Chris O’Dowd catalyse 
an amusing rivalry for Fox’s affections. 
Regrettably, brevity is not the soul of 
Apatow’s wit. Where one snappy scene 
would suffice, the writer-director opts for 
protracted navel-gazing until we, like Pete 
and Debbie, begin to lose faith in the central 
relationship. 

At an exhausting 133 minutes, the film could 
arguably be re-titled This Is 40 Minutes Too 
Long.

for a vegetable plot or who simply 
want to have a go at growing produce 
in pots on the patio, close to the 
kitchen. Featuring everything from 
bags of potatoes to grapes on the 
vine, and delicious combinations 
such as tomato with basil, the book 
guides the reader through techniques 
and tips, as well as sound advice for 
growing each type of fruit and veg. 

■ A Book Of Garden Wisdom by 
Jenny Hendy (Lorenz Books, £5.99,

Elliott, explores how the show 
evolved, how it has formed part of 
the social calendar and how it has 
reflected and shaped tastes in garden 
design and planting over the years.

Mercedes. 

It gets upgraded alloys of the same 18 inches as 
before, the new grille, revised upholstery, C0MAND
